In 2008, the Nittany Lions became the sixth team to win back-to-back national championships. The 
big question heading into 2009 was if Penn State could make it three in a row. Any doubt was soon put 
to rest as Penn State became the first team to win three straight NCAA National tides with a 3-2 come- 
from-behind victory against Texas in the 2009 NCAA Championship. 

Volleyball fans may wonder what is in store for the Nittany Lions in 2010. They may be quick to point 
out the loss of All-American talents in Alisha Glass and Megan Hodge and the youth of this year’s squad. 
They may even be asking the question, “Can this team do it one more time?” 

However, head coach Russ Rose isn’t worrying about another national title or even a Big Ten Cham- 
pionship. His fous, as it has always been, is on developing a whole new team with the same rich tradition 
and high goals as the teams in years past. Youth aside, Rose will look to his experienced players, the 
same ones who have played key roles in the three championships, to set an example for the group of tal- 
ented newcomers who will join them on the court this season. 

Rose, who enters his 32nd season at the helm of the Penn State program, knows this year will be dif 
ferent. He knows it will be tough on everyone from the players to the staff. His time, effort and 
experience give him an advantage though. Rose knows what to expect and how hard everyone will have 
to work. Most importantly, he is realistic, 

“The last two or three years, I thought on paper that we had a team that could legitimately compete 
for a national championship,” said Rose. “I wouldn't say that about this team because it's unfair, What 
this team can do is improve throughout the season. I expect us to hit a lot of bumpy roads along the 
way. The conference is tough and our schedule presents us with some great challenges. Our goal in the 
end will be to be the best team we can be, to get better through the season, to play hard and play together. 
Well see where we end up.” 


Setter 
Who's Back? 

Marika Racibarskas (Chatham, N.J.) and 
Kristin Carpenter (Mechanicsville, Va.) are back 
for their second season as Nittany Lions. The pair 
possesses experience setting from their high 
school and club careers, but saw action in their 
freshman season as serving and defensive spe- 
cialists. While coach Rose feds Carpenter is the 
best athlete of the group and Marika is one of the 
hardest workers on the team, he may be looking 
at a newcomer to take over for three-time All- 
American Glass, 


Who's New? 

Freshman Mikinzie Moydell (Parker Colo.) is 
leading the pack as the potential starting setter 
according to Rose. 

“Mikinzie has a good handle on the game and 
she interacts well with others. The physical 
nature of college volleyball is something she wont 
understand until she's in the gym and has balls 
being hit at her at a certain velocity, big outside 
hitters hitting over her and small outside hitters 
being crafty with her. Ie'll be a far cry from what 
we've done the last couple of years, but that's not 
going to stop us from going to practice every day 
and trying to find a way to be competitive both in the conference and in the national picture.” 

Moydell was named an AAU, AVCA Under Armour and ESPN RISE All-American as a three-year 
varsity letterwinner at Chaparral High School. She guided her team to the 2006 and 2009 District 
Championship, as well as the 2009 Regional title. A First Team All-Colorado nominee, Moydell was also 
named to the Volleyball Magazine Fab 50. 


Outside Hitter 
Who's Back? 

Junior Katie Kabbes (Raleigh, N.C.) is one of two returning outside hitters for Rose, but with soph- 
omore Darcy Dorton (Muncie, Ind.) a question mark for the first part of the season, Kabbes will be the 
lone returner with any collegiate match experience. Kabbes will be looking to make an impact from the 
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start at one of the two open outside positions. Her predecessors were All- 
Americans and Rose feels Kabbes is ready to step up, 

“Katie certainly has made great strides over the last wo years. I hope this 
will be a breakout season for hi 

Kabbes appeared in 39 matches in her first two seasons as a Nittany 
Lion, She has totaled 68 kills and 24 blocks, while also posting 21 digs 

On the right side, Coach Rose can count on the leadership and experi- 
ence of senior captain Blair Brown (Purcellville, Va.). A two-time 
All-American, it will be necessary for Brown to lead the talented crop of 
newcomers. 

“This is Blair and Ari’s (Arielle Wilson) team this year and I rust they'll 
do their best,” said Rose. “We might have to move Blair to the outside and 
have someone else play right if our hitting doesn't come along. At this 
point, I don't know, Bur Blair is a ewo-time All-American and I'm confi- 
dent she'll play like one.”

Heading one of the most successful programs in the country, Russ Rose 
passes along the confidence and character he has gained during his tenure in 
Happy Valley. 

Icis a confidence nor gleaned from the shine of numerous trophies and acco- 
lades bestowed upon the coach and the program, though no one would 
question if ic was. In 31 seasons at Penn State, Rose has collected wins at a stag- 
geting pace. Never having posted less than 22 wins in a season, he enters the 
2010 season as the NCAA leader in career winning percentage, having won 
more than 86% of the matches he has coached ar Penn State. In 2009, Rose 
became only the third active Division I head coach to surpass the 1,000 career 
wins milestone. His teams have collected four national titles and 13 Big Ten 
championships in 19 years within the league, all while entrenching the Nittany 
Lions among the elite programs in the nation. 

‘While he doesn‘ focus on personal accolades, Rose's accomplishments read 
like a laundry list of volleyball awards. In 2007 Rose was one of three coaches 
inducted into the American Volleyball Coaches Association (AVCA) Hall of 
Fame and wasalso named the AVCA Division I National Coach of the Year, the 
AVCA Mideast Region Coach of the Year and the Big Ten Coach of the Year 
by both the coaches and the media. He garnered all three awards again in 2008 
in leading his team to its third NCAA tide. In response to the 
awards, Rose focused the praise back on his reams. 

It’s a great honor co be recognized by the governing 
‘organization of your sport,” he said with regards to the Hall 
of Fame induction, “Ics an individual award given to a coach 
of a team sport, so it’s a reflection of the great players and 
staff, and the commitment the university has made to give us 
an opportunity to compere ata high level and have success.” 

Others also realize the impact that Rose has had on the 
volleyball community, noc only in Pennsylvania but across 
the country, 

“Halls of Fame are reserved for those who have done 
‘exceptional work for a Jong, long time,” said AVCA Execu- 
tive Director Kathy DeBoer. “These candidates are the best 
of the best, and credit Russ Rose with pursing Penn State and 
the East on the volleyball map. His national championships, 
his remarkable string of elite teams and his parade of home- 
grown All-Americans have all contributed co making 
volleyball a national sport,” 

Ic was four of those homegrown All-Americans that aided 
Rose and the Nittany Lions down the long road to caprur- 
ing the NCAA National Championship in 2007 by 
outlasting Stanford in five games in Sacramento, Calif. Jun- 
iors Nicole Fawcett and Christa Harmorto and sophomore 
Megan Hodge eamed AVCA First Team All-America honors 
while sophomore Alisha Glass picked up AVCA Second 
Team All-America accolades, and it was those four who were 
the core of the Lion arsenal. Penn State finished the year with 
234-2 record and did not lose a contest after Sept. 15, drop-

‘The Nittany Lions ended the season 
ranked first in che country in hitting percentage, attacking at a Big Ten-record 
clip of .350, good for second all-time in the Penn Seate annals, The Nittany 
Lions also continued their dominance of the Big Ten, posting a perfect 20-0 
record and capcuring their unprecedented fifth consecutive outright conference 
tide, a feat never before accomplished by a volleyball squad. Harmorto eamed 
Big Ten Plyer of the Year honors by annihilating the conference record for hit- 
ting percentage. She attacked ata 492 dip for the year to top the previous 
record of 455 set in 1986. 

“The Nirrany Lions improved upon 20075 result in 2008 nor just by winning 
their third national tide, bur becoming only the sixth team tw win back-to-back 
national titles and only the fourth team ro manage it while going undefeated. 
“The 2008 squad led by six AVCA All-Americans, including first ream honorees 
Chris Harmorto, Nicole Fawcett (AVCA National Player of the Year), Alisha 
Glass and Megan Hodge and second ream honorees Blair Brown and Arielle 
Wilson, finished the season with a perfect 38-0 record. The Nittany Lions won 
a record-breaking 111 straight sets on their way to the tile, and entered 2009 
NCAA record-breaking 64-march winning streak. The Lions finished 2008 
a rally era record for histing percentage with a mark of 390. Irs the sec- 
ond-highest percentage of all rime for any era. Penn Scare once again dominated 
the Big Ten finishing with a 20-0 record for the fifth time. ‘The squad had five 
First Team All-Big Ten honorees and Fawcett was named PSU's 18th Big Ten 
Player of the Year. 

Back-to-back national titles weren't enough for the Nittany Lions who 
became the first team in Division I women’s volleyball history to win three in 
a row with a come-from-behind triumph against No. 2 Texas in 2009. Led by 
four renumning All-Americans in Hodge, Glass, Wilson and Brown, Penn Scate 
finished with a 38-0 record for the second straight season extending their record- 
breaking winning streak to 102-consecutive matches. Hodge, the AVCA 
National Player of the Year and Honda-Broderick Cup Co-Winner, Glass, Wil- 
son and Brown all picked up first team All-America honors and Wilson 
shattered NCAA record for hitting percentage armacking 
ata 540 dip for che year. With another dominating per- 
formance in the Big Ten with a perfect 20-0 record, 
Hodge was named the Big Ten Player of the Year forthe 
second time, freshman phenom Darcy Dorton was 
named the Freshman of the Year and Rose was honored 
as the league's Coach of the Year. 

In 2003, Rase celebrated 25 years of coaching at Penn 
Stare. He was honored with a bench outside of the post 
office sponsored by the Penn Stare Booster Club and sur- 
prised with a gathering of more than 40 former players 
and members of the program, who offered their thoughts 
and insights on Rose and his career. 

“Irwas my sophomore year when he said ‘When you 
leave this gym, when you finish your career, every day 
you leave here, you should feel like you gave 110 per- 
cent,” said former player Christy Cochran (1995-98). 
“And that’s exactly ir. Ifyou put your career in his hands, 
you'll be grear.” 

Rose's influence in the lives of his former players is evi- 
dent. “I truly miss him,” said four-time All-American 
Bonnie Bremner (1996-99). “I dont even miss playing, 
1 just miss seeing him every day.” 

However, even with all of his success on the court, 
Rose does not reflect on past successes. “Fans can get 
spoiled very quickly in athletics and thar’ a problem,” 
Rose said. “I's nor easy to be successful in anything and 
when people ger accustomed to specific results, irsome- 
times loses its effect on the players and they forget what 
i really takes to succeed and how important the journey

Instead, Rose addresses each new team and season on its own terms and his 

confidence lies in the abiliry and work ethic of his current players and coach 
ing staff.

The 1999 
season also saw Rose lead Penn Stare to its second-consecutive 20-0 record in 
Big Ten play (and fourth scraight conference tide), becoming the first ream in 
conference history © pull off the feat.

Russ Rose has taken Penn State from the regionally competitive level to 
that of an NCAA power since he took aver the Penn State women's volley: 
ball program in 1979. The development has been complete and successful, 
because of excellent talent and an equally sound method. 

Following is “The Rose Coaching Philosophy:” 


Coach's role 
“I believe the coach has numerous roles that require constant review and 
attention. First, and foremost, is the recruitment of quality student-ath- 
leces. With effective coaching, student-athletes have always been the key to 
a team's success. 

“Secondly, we as a staffhave to relate to the players what we feel is impor- 
tant for their growth and success. All the knowledge in the world will prove 
to be useless if we can’t prepare our team for competition.

Among other duties, Hohenshelr is involved in 
match preparation, player development and recruiting 

Dennis continues to develop in the women’s game,” said Rose. “I have 
great confidence in him in every aspect of the game. Most importantly, he's 
filling in areas that I don’t have to focus on, I'm confident in his decision: 
making and crust him in the things we need ro do to be successful. He 
comes from a different experience after 10 years with our men's team. He 
developed many grear players who came in as raw talents. He has worked 
with our players particularly with their net skills and in blocking, making 
great contributions in those areas.” 

Under Hohenshelr’s tutelage, current middle hitter Arielle Wilson led 
tha nation in 2009 with a record-setting .540 hitting percentage and aver- 
aged 2.76 kills per sec. Wilson also ranked fourth in the nation with 1.52 
blocks per set. As a freshman, Wilson was named the 2007 Big Ten Fresh- 
man of the Year and the University Park NCAA Regional Championship 
Most Outstanding Player. As a freshman, she attacked at a .446 clip while 
averaging 2.39 kills per game, and in Big Ten-only matches, Wilson became 
just che second freshman ever to lead the conference in blocks, averaging 
1,78 blocks per game. 

Hohenshelr aided the Penn State men’s team in reaching the 2006

Nittany Lions By Month 

Penn State is 31-4 (.886) all-time during the month of August. Its first cwo losses came during the 
inaugural NACWAA in 1995 when Nebraska swept the Lions, and in the 1999 NACWAA when 
Florida outlasted Penn State 3-2 in the opening round. The Lions fell to UCLA in the first round of 
the NACWAA in 2000 and fell ro defending national champion Stanford in the first round of the 
AVCA/NACWAA Showcase in 2005, hosted by the Qwest Center in Omaha, Neb. 

Penn State is 334-49-4 (.868) all-time during the month of Seprember. Amazingly, the Lions are 
158-10 during September dating back to the 1995 season and 53-3 (.946) over the last five years. 

‘The Lions are 363-64 (.850) all-time during the month of October. Penn Stare has posted a 78-11 
(876) mark in October over the last 10 seasons, a record of 43-3 (.935) in the last five years and has- 
nit lost a match during the month in three years. 

Penn State is 262-54 (.829) all-time during the month of November, including a 104-8 (.905) mark 
cover the last 10 seasons. The Lions had a six-year streak from 1995-2000 where they did not lose a 
match in the month, and over the last seven seasons, Penn State has a 58-1 (.983) mark in November, 


Quick Sets 

* During a period from Oct, 16, 1996 to Nov. 9, 2001, Penn Scare had won 139 consecutive marches 
when taking a 2-0 lead, Since joining the Big Ten for the 1991 season, Penn State has played in 623 
total matches, winning 591. Amazingly, 479 of chose 591 wins, or 81%, have been three-game 
sweeps. Over the last five years, Penn Stare has won 150 of its 173 victories in three games (87%), 
induding 37 our of 38 (98%) 2008 and 32 out of 38 in 2009 (84%). 


* Over the last 14 years, the Lions have lost only 45 matches. And of those 17 teams that defeated the 
Lions ~ Brigham Young, Florida, Illinois, Long Beach State, Michigan, Michigan State, Minnesora, 
Nebraska, Northwestern, Ohio State, USC, Stanford, Temple, Tennessee, UCLA, Washington and 
Wisconsin ~ only eight of these teams (Nebraska, Stanford, Ohio State, Wisconsin, UCLA, Min- 
nesota, Florida and Michigan State) have been able to beat Penn State a third time. The Lions have 
compiled a 199-45 (82%) mark in the last 14 years versus these teams.

Since joining the Big Ten Conference for the 1991 
season, Penn State has racked up an impressive 
337-43 (.887) record in league matches — the best 
mark of any Big Ten team over that 19-year span. 


* The Big Ten Conference was among the top in the nation with six teams included in the 2009 NCAA 
Championship bracket. 2009 marked the 19th time in conference history that the Big Ten had five 
‘or more teams selected to the NCAA Championship. The conference sent a record eight teams to the 
NCAAs in 1999 and 2002, boasted seven NCAA participants in 1995, 2003, 2004 and 2006, and 
sent six squads in 1994, 1997, 1998, 2000, 2001, 2005 and 2007. In the 29-year history of the 
event, the Big Ten has had five or more teams selected to the bracket on 19 occasions. The Big Ten 
holds an overall NCAA Championship record of 229-131 (.636) dating back to 1983, and in 2009 
tallied a record of 14-5. 


* The Big Ten’s .737 winning percentage in the 2009 NCAA Championship ranks second in league 
history. The league's 765 winning percentage in the 2008 NCAA Championship holds the top spor, 
while the 2007 record of .706 ranks third. The conference has boasted a combined winning per- 
centage of .600 or higher in 15 of che last 18 years and a .500 or better record in each for the last 19 
tournaments.

+ Eight Big Ten studenc-athletes were named ESPN ‘The Magazine Academic All-Districr, che College 
Sports Information Directors of America (CoSIDA) announced. Penn State's Megan Hodge (First

Defending Our House 

‘The Nittany Lions rake pride in “defending 
‘our house,” otherwise known as Rec Hall. 
Overall since 2004, Penn State has dropped 
only three matches in Happy Valley, win- 
ning 105 of its last 108 contests at home. 
The Nittany Lions have won their last 74 
straight matches ar Rec Halll dating back t 
the loss to Tennessee in the NCAA Regional 
semifinal on Dec. 9, 2005. Overall, Penn 
State has a Rec Hall NCAA record of 42-3. 
The Nirtany Lions have eared the right to 
host the first and second rounds of the 
NCAA Tournament 23 times since 1981, 
including the last 20 seasons. 

During the regular season 
(excluding NCAA play), the Nittany Lions 
have an even better record, winning their 
last 80 consecutive marches within the 
friendly confines. Penn State's last regular- 
season home loss was a five-game setback 
against Ohio Stare on Oct. 20, 2004. In the 
Big Ten, Penn State has a Rec Hall record of 
178-12 since joining the conference for the 
1991 season, a winning percentage of 
0.937. 


102 matches of Dominance 

The Nittany Lions have not lost a march since Sept. 15, 2007 when Stan- 
ford defeated the Lions in five set at the Yale Classic. Starting with a 3-0 
sweep of Michigan Stare on Sepr. 21, 2007, the Nittany Lions have won an 
NCAA record-breaking 102 marches. 

During that time, the Nictany Lions lost just 16 toral sets. Penn Stare only 
six sets in 2007 after the streak began, two sets in 2008 and eight sets in 
2009. In the midst of the 102-march winning streak, the Nittany Lions won 
a record-breaking 111 straight sets starting wich the final set of the 2007 
NCAA National Championship march vs. Standford and ending in the third 
set of the 2008 NCAA National Semifinal against Nebraska, 


1,000 Wins and Counting 

Head coach Russ Rose entered the 2009 season with a career record of 963- 
159 with his ream on a 64-march winning streak. He was one of just three 
NCAA Division I women’s volleyball coaches to have more than 900 wins, 
Rose entered the 2009 NCAA Tournament with 995 total wins, On Dec. 17 
with a 3-1 victory against Hawaii in the NCAA National Semifinals, Rose 
eamed his 1,000th career win to join the likes of Andy Banachowski (UCLA) 
and Dave Shoji (Hawaii) who each have more than 1,000 career victories. the 
Nittany Lions went on to win che 2009 NCAA title for Rose's 1,001st career 
win, All of Rose's wins have come at the helm of the Penn State program. 


In The NCAAs 

‘The Nircany Lions have quite a history in the NCAA Championship. Penn Stare 
is just one of two teams - with the other being Stanford - selected tw every NCAA 
postseason event (29) since its inception in 1981. The Nittany Lions have an over- 
all NCAA record of 66-25, including seven tips t the NCAA National 
Semifinals (1993, 1994, 1997, 1998, 1999, 2007, 2008, 2009) and four National 
Championships (1999, 2007, 2008, 2009). The seven-time defending Big Ten 
Champions have also reached the National Tide match on seven occasions (1993, 
1997, 1998, 1999, 2007, 2008, 2009). 

Penn Stare has reached the Regional Final contest on 12 occasions and has 21 
Semifinal berths, including 17 of the last 19 seasons. Penn State is 40-3 in NCAA 
‘Tournament matches at Rec Hall, having earned the right ro host the first and sec 
ond rounds 22 times since 1981, including the last 19 seasons. 


Hodge Selected Academic All-American of the Year 

Penn Stare women’s volleyball senior outside hitter Megan Hodge was been 
named the ESPN The Magazine Academic All-American of the Year, the 
College Sports Information Directors of America (CoSIDA) announced on 
Nov. 23. This prestigious honor is the fourth overall and second consecutive 
for a Nittany Lion women's volleyball student-athlete. Bonnie Bremner 
earned the accolade in 1998 and 1999, and Christa Harmotto was selected 
in 2008, Hodge, who was also named one of six ESPN ‘The Magazine First 
Team Academic All-Americans, earned her second career honor after being, 
selected to the Second Team in 2008, Hodge was a business major with a 
3.43 grade point average. 


Since joining the Big Ten Conference for 
the 1991 season, Penn State student- 
athletes have earned a total of 59 
first team All-Big Ten selections. 


Winningest Class in Program History 

Seniors Megan Hodge and Alisha Glass compiled a career record of 142-5, 
winning 96.6 percent of their matches. It is the best four-year winning per- 
centage of any graduating class at Penn State and also the fewest losses of 
any dass. The 1999 team was 136-7 (951) and last year’s graduating class 
had earned a career record of 135-8 (.944). The 1990 graduating class 
recorded the most wins with a career record of 141-21 (.870). As with the 
1999 senior class, Glass and Hodge have never lost a match in Rec Hall, 


Wilson Sets Single-Season Hitting Record 

Junior Arielle Wilson ser the NCAA single-season hitting record finishing the 
2009 season with an impressive .540 hitting percentage. Wilson was second 
on the ream with 337 kills and averaged 2.76 kills per set. She has just 36 
errors in 557 attempts. Wilson was also a force on defense. She led the team 
with 186 toral blocks, averaging 1.52 blocks per set.

The Nitcany Lions again closed out the conference with a perfect 20-0 
record, Over the last five seasons, Penn State holds a Big Ten winning per- 
centage of .980, winning 98 of its last 100 league marches. Spanning the 
fase six years, the Nittany Lions are 115-5 (.958) in conference action. In 
individual sets within the conference, Penn State was 60-5 this season, and 
since 2004, the Nittany Lions have daimed 98 of its 115 league wins in three 
sets, having been only pushed ro four or five sets on 18 occasions. 


Glass Takes Fourth on PSU Career Assists List 
‘With 39 assists ar Indiana on Nov. 21, senior Alisha Glass moved into fourth 
place on the Penn State carcer assists list. She finished out her career with 
5,799. She is just one of five Nittany Lions ro surpass 5,000 assists during 
her career, Michelle Jaworski (1987-90) holds the record with 6,596, The 
top five on the list include, Sam Tortorello (2002-05) with 6,087, Bonnie 
Bremner (1996-99) with 5,91 1 and Salima Davidson (1991-94) with 5,455. 


Record -Setting Nittany Lions 

‘The Nittany Lion offense shattered the Big Ten record for hitting percent- 
age in the team’s home opener against Buffalo. Penn State attacked at a .702 
clip versus the Bulls, beating Northwestern's record of .698. It was also the 
first time since a Nov. 10, 2000 march against Northwestern thar the Nir- 
tany Lions held an opponent ro single-digit points in all three sets. The 
Nittany Lions almost took over fifth place in the NCAA records for team 
attack percentage with their performance against Buffalo, However, to qual- 
ify for the standings the team must have at least 15 attacks per set and Penn 
State was one short in the third ser, 


Hodge Eclipses 2,000 Career Kills 

With her 15th kill ar Purdue on Nov. 20, senior Megan Hodge became just 
the second Nittany Lion in program history to reach 2,000 career kills. She 
went on to tally nine additional kills against the Boilermakers in that match. 
The Nittany Lions played nine more matches in 2009 with Hodge posting 
double-digit kills in seven of them. With 21 kills in the NCAA National 
Championship march against Texas, Hodge closed out her career with 2,142 
kills, She ranks second all-time behind Lori Barberich (1981-84) who has 
2,282. Hodge does hold the Penn State record in attacks with 4,713 and 
ranks L4ch all-time in digs with 1,150. 


Streaking 

‘The Nittany Lions closed out the 2008 Big Ten slate with two wins to 
increase its Big Ten winning streak to 45, which ranked second all-time. 
With a 3-1 victory against Ohio Stare on Oct. 7, 2009, the Nittany Lions 
seta Big Ten record with its 50th straight Big Ten win. Penn State owns the 
top three marks in the league. The last Penn Scate loss in the Big Ten was in 
three games at Ohio State on Nov. 8, 2006.

Ic was a perfect ending for the three seniors 
who had started in the previous cwo title 
matches. Each of the crio played one of their best 
matches of the year, including senior Lauren 
Cacciamani who was named the Most Out 
standing Player after pounding outa match-high 
20 kills with eight blocks. Also the 1999 
National Co-Player of the Year, she and the rest 
of che team weren't about to fall behind by nwo 
games again this year 

"We did get an opportunity to watch a lot of 
film and we knew that we had to come out and 
jump on them,” Cacciamani said. "We were 
going to try co go our there and dictate instead 
of having them show us what was going to go 
on, We were planning on going out strong and 
with a lot of fight.” 

Seniors Bonnie Bremner and Carrie Schon- 
veld were also named to the NCAA 
Championship All-Tournament team. Bremner 
dished out 37 assists with four kills of her own. 
She also hit .333 with six digs and a pair of 
blocks. Schonveld had nine kills to go with her 
team-high 10 digs. ‘The outside hitter hit 368 
on the night and also aided at che net with three 
blocks (1 BS, 2 BA). 

‘The Lions were banking on their previous 
championship experience and it finally paid off 


"We played well and at times we wanted to keep 
the ball in play and hope that they would make 
mistakes,” Bremner said, "They're a big team 
that's going ro get alot of kills, but we were also 
figuring they would make mistakes.” 

The Penn State blockers created a wall that the 
Stanford hitters could not avoid, Fueled by Cac- 
damani’s eight blocks, the Lions held the 
Cardinal co a season-low -.008 hitting percent- 
age as 1999 Co-Player of the Year Kerri Walsh 
zeroed out (1 1k-11¢-33ra). They also held 1999 
Freshman-of-the-Year Logan Tom ro negative 
numbers (7k-10e-31 ta, -.097) 

Redshirt-freshman Mishka Levy and sopho- 
more Katie Schumacher each added five 
blocks—both with one solo and four assisted. 
Each of the six players that rorated to the front 
row recorded at least one block as Penn Stace 
ended the evening with 15 to Stanford's 10.5 

"We blocked incredibly well and with 
patience,” Rose said. "We blocked 10 balls and 
they had nine hitting errors in addition to that 
(in the first game), in my opinion they never got 
into a flow and I think some of their younger 
players weren't ready for that. We knew what we 
wanted to do and we recognized that a couple 
of players were going to be able to get their kills. 
We had a game plan that we felt comfortable 
about and believed would be successful.” 

Schumacher also added nine kills with three 
each from Levy and sophomore Amanda Rome. 

The Lions only trailed during one part of the 
match. Down 3-1 in game owo, the Lions rolled 
off three-consecutive points to resume the lead 
and never looked back the rest of the way. Ir was 
the first time this season the Cardinal had been 
swept 


The Lions end the season with a 36-1 mark 
with the only loss coming in the season opener 
to Florida on Aug. 27. It was a matter off pulling 
things together to end the season ona high note.

The class of 1999 — Bonnie Brem- 
ner, Lauren Cacciamani, Kalina 
Miller and Carrie Schonveld ~ had 
been through it before, but their 
final year had a different, even sto- 
rybook ending. After losing in the 
regionals finals as freshmen, these 
four followed up with a pair of 
NCAA Semifinal appearances that 
led to five-game losses in the title 
match. Those memories were all 
erased with a three-game sweep of 
Stanford for the first women's volley- 
ball title in school history.

Initial efforts to diversify the curriculum met with 
mixed success, but by the 1890s Penn Stare was mak 
ing its mark. Ir ranked among the nations 10 largest 
undergraduate engineering schools, a distinction it 
sill holds. President George Atherton invigorated the 


liberal arts, and recruited Professor of English Fred 
Pattee to teach the nation’s first course in American 
unworthy 
stepchild of English literature. Professor of Agricul 
ture Whitman Jordan's pioneering research on using 
fertilizers for soil enrichment had global impact on 


literature, heretofore considered an 


crop yidds. Penn State in 1871 became one ofthe first 
land-grant schools in the Northeast to admit women, 
graduated its first international student in 1890, and 
ins first African-American student in 1905. 

In the early 1900s, Penn State launched an exten- 
sive system of ourreach education, “carrying the college 
to the people,” as then-President Ectwin Sparks liked to 
say. Itestablished the nation’ first collegiate-level cor 
respondence courses in agriculture, and in 1912 helped 
create a statewide system of county agencs in agsiculture 
and home economics. Today's Penn State World Cam 
pus, with is “anywhere, anytime” learning through the 
Intemer,is descended from that strong outreach tradi 
tion, 

But undergraduate education remained fore 
most. As enrollment surpassed 5,000 students in 
1936, Penn State became Pennsylvania's largest source 
of baccalaureate degrees. Also in the 1930s, a state- 
wide system of undergraduate centers was created for 
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students who, in the depths of the Great Depression, 
could nor af 


cd to leave their homerowns ro get cok 
lege education. The centers offered the first year of 
baccalaureate studies and were the predecessors of 
today's system of 19 primarily undergraduate cam: 
puses located throughout the Commonwealth. 

Following the Second World War, Penn Stare 
underwent unprecedented expansion, first to meet the 
needs of returning military veterans and later to 
accommodate the Baby Boom generation. Total 
enrollment at all Penn State campuses climbed to 
40,000 by 1970. 

The University also emerged on the national 
scene as a research powerhouse. Research — a land- 
grant obligation — first garnered international 
attention in fields as diverse as dairy science, acoustics, 


psychology, and petroleum refining, As world- 
renowned faculty encouraged greater 
participation in research and creative activities, Penn

State was able to provide an enriched undergraduate 
experience unavailable atthe state-owned universities. 
Annual research expenditures now exceed $765 


million and help to make Penn Stare the 


gle non-governmental contributor to Pennsylvania’ 
economy. The University generates about $8.5 billion
